c© The secret construction of approximately 170 bases for Soviet use in 
the third world war© These will include military and naval bases, 
airfields, fuel supply depots, weather stations, and radar networks 
The Soviet over-all schedule calls for the completion of these bases 
before the seizure of Hong Kong and Macao and before military action 
against Taiwan© 
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d© The supplying of the USSR with Chinese troops and strategic bases©
